Rey. Mr, Fleming’s Case Be- 
fore Justice Stanton. 


TRIAL vF CASHIER MARTIN. 


Evidence Against the Young 
man—Court Notes—Insane 
__Man Committed. 


Today Justice Stanton will decide whether 
or not Rev. S. J. Fieming will be held upon 
a charge of assaulting Annie Petersen, his 
servant girl,on March 11, with intent to 
cuminit rape. 

Yesterday morning at 8 o’clock was the 
time fixed by the justice for the argument 
to commence on the motion of the defend- 
ant’s counsel to dischargehim, The ground 
for this motion was, that admitting that all 
that the prosecuting witness alleged was 
true, no offense was committed, or at least 
the offense alleged was not committed. 

C. W. Pendleton, attorney for Fleming, 
presented numerous authorities in support 
of his motion. 

The District Attorney argued against the 
stand taken by the defense, He spoke 
briefly but to the point, He dwelt upon the 
testimony of the girl, civing the details of 
the alleged assault. Mr. McLachlan’s ar A 
ment was really not upon the point, 
rather a general dissertation upon Seaaabnes 
who acted the wolf in sheep’s clothing. 

Attorney ‘I. J. Carran closed for the de- 
fense. He said that, forthe time, the de- 
fense would admit that all the Petersen girl. 
had testified was true. This was enough to 
show that the charge should be dismissed. 
The bare fact that Fieming lay with the 
girl for an hour or two, caressing ber, did 
not constitute an assault. Then the next 
morning Annie bad prepared breakfast for 
her master and forgiven him for all that he 
had done. Mr. Carran claimed that the 
reason Annie told such a straight story was 
owing the fact that she had been thuroughly 
drilled before she was called on to testify. 
The whole prosecution he denounced as a 
conspiracy to ruin Fleming’s reputation. 

Upon the cost of the prosecution, Mr. 
Carran dwelt. It was notfounded upon the 
law, ana could resultin nothing. ‘Lhe pre- 
liminary examination cost $300, and if Flem- 
ing was held the expense to the county 
would be even greater. The duty of the 
magistrate, he claimed, was t0 dismiss the 
charge. 

Justice Stanton took the case under ad- 
visement until today, when he will decide 


MARTIN’S TRIAL. 

The trial of G. M. Martin wason in De- 
partment Six of the Superior Court, yester- 
day. The prosecution is establishing a 
strong chain of circumstantial evidence, 
which fixes the embezzlement of $5000 upon 
the defendant, taken while be was acting 
as cashier of the Santa Fé Kailroad at the 
depot in this we 

Yesterday, G . A. Davidson, a clerk in the 
treasurer’s office of the company, testified 
that he had, on September 13, last, issued a 
treasurer’s receipt vor $1442.05 for cash sent 
in by Martin. Later this receipt was 
changed to read %6442.05, the figure one be- 
ing carried out and made into a six. 

Herbert Whitehead, auditor of the road, 
swore to a statement that Martin had made 
to him as to the $5000 deficiency. Martin 
claimed that he haa been saving the money 
he had been receiving prior to September 
13 for several days in order to have muney 
on the 15th to cash the pay checks of the 
employés; thaton the 13th he had trans- 
ferred $1442.05 to the bank, but at the same 
time he had $5000 more which he did not 
transfer; that on the afternoon of the 13th 
he had intended to send the to the 
bank, but he forgot todo so; that then he 
telephoned the treasurer’s office to hold his 
account for the 12th open as he had forgot- 
ten to transfer $5000 which he had and 
which he wanted to show on the account of 
that day. The 13th was Saturday night, and 
on Monday the 15th of September, White-

day’s Developments. 


The third day of the trial of Henry W. 
Edelwan, ex-Deputy County Clerk, upon a 
charge of presenting a fraudulent claim to 
a county officer for allowance, resulted in 
Teally no 1eW developments. During all of 
yesterday the prosecution consumed the 
Umeot Judge Smith and the jury in ex 
amining witnesses, and then the case, so 
far asthe people are concerned, was DOt 
terminated. However, Mr. McComas an- 
nounced yesterday afternoon, after court 
adjourned, that the prosecution was about 
ready torest. About an hour will be con- 
sumed this morning in the examination of 
Frank Lauterio and then the defendant 
will be given an opportunity to make bis 
case. 

Yesterday morning Deputy County Clerk 
Biake was recalied. He gave some rather 
unimportant testimony upon the matter of 
the allowance rolls upon which the fraudu- 
lent warrants were issued, ‘Lhe testimony 
given went to show that in the ijatter part 
of 1588, aud in the early part of 1889 claims 
Were approved by the Board of Supervisors 
in a very joose way. lt was the custom, 60 
Blake testified, to take the jury roll returned 
by the cierks of the various departments of 
the Superior Court, and enter the names and 
amounts upon the allowance roll, ‘Tbe law 
prescribes eXpressiy that every claim 
against the county snail be sworn to before 
it is eyeu considered, except such exvendi- 
tures as are expressly made by order of 
the court. But Blake swore that he was 
instructed to taxe the jury roil returned by 
the cierks of courts aud copy it on to the al- 
lowance roil. This was all the beard did. 
The claims were never furmaliy passed 
upon or approved, as provided by law. 

After the names and smounts had been 
copied on to the allowance roll, it was 
passed to theAuditor aud upon it warrants 
were issued. Mr. Gage, attorney for Edel- 
Claims that the alleged fraudulent war- 
rants were issued without autnority, that 
the claims were never approved by the 
Board of Supervisors accoruing to the testi- 
mony of Biake, who was clerk of the board 
ut the time, 

iu. B. Conn was recailed. Another en- 
deavor to secure from him an admission 
thatthe traudulent warrauvts upon which 
he secured the cash were given to him by 
Edeiman failed. Cobh couid not remember 
from whem he obtafped the warrants. 

At the afternvon Bession of the court 
Deputy County Cler—k Biake was recalied 
again. He testified briefly as to the aliow- 
ance roll for Janufry, i5¥. As the roil 
could not be producdd, having been mislaid 
sumewhere, the wilfess was withdrawn. 

Frank White of Pumona testified he 
Was not culled as a juror in Department 
One of the Superier Court in November, 
1888, per was he iu December of 1558, nor 
in January, 1588. White was shewn twu 


* warrants tur service as a juror drawn in his 


tavor in January, 1889 and in February of 
the samme year. Le bad never seen the war- 
rants hor received ahy movey trom or upon 
them, ‘Lhe warrants were indorsed Frank 
White, per L. Be—Cohn.” The witness 
never had authorized Cohn or anyone elise 
to sign his name to the warrants. 

Alexander Wright of Fu.lerton ‘Swore 
that he had never served asa juror in De- 
partwent Oue in December, 1583, or.in Jan- 
vary, 1889. He was shown two warrants 
for services as a juror during those months 
“but he kvew no hing about them. He 
money, them 
nor had ne authorized L. B. Cohn to sign 
his name to the warrants. They were en- 
dorsed as the others “per L. B. Conn,” 

A. Phillips of Aluambra had ~never 
within the last ten years served as a juror 
in this county. He had never received 
the money upon three warrants which were 
shown bim indorsed aiso “per L. B. Cohn.” 

J. Y. Anderson of Westminster had been 
called as « juror in Department One in the 
last quarter of 1858, but had been excused, 
He had rendered po service whatever. 


Three warrants shown him for 

December, 1888, January and February, 
he had Dever seen before, nor received 
the money, vor had he authorized any one 
to sign his Dame to them. 

All of the warrants above referred to 
were shown the County Treasurer, J. Ban- 
bury, who was next pi.ced upon the stand. 
He swore that he had paid most of them to 
L. B. Cohn. Some, however, be could not 
swear to their payment, owing tothe fact 
that they had been c shed by his deputy. 

Upon cross-examinatton Mr, Banbury 
stated that on February 21, 1889, L. B. 
Cohn had presented four warrants for pay- 
ment. He indorsed them per L. B. Cohn, 
and quite a controversy arose about their 
paywent, He nad stated to the ‘Treasurer 

“that be bad authority to indorse the war- 
rants and collect the money upon them. 
Upon this statement the warrants were 

aid. He presented no written authority, 

ut merely made a parole statement that he 
had authority. Some time after this 
other warrants, similarly indorsed, were 
presented by Cohp and the money was paid 
to him. Finally Mr. Banbury refused to 
pay warrants indorsed in that way, and no 
more were presented, 

Frauk Lauterio, the ex-Deputy County 
Auditor, was recalled at this point. He 
had been 1n the court-room all of *the*time. 
Although tne court bad instructed them to 
keep out. Infact all witnesses were ex- 
cluded. 

Mr. White objected to Lauterio again 
taking the stand. He said that he had vio- 
lated the-instructions and cla that he 
—_ no right to be permitted to further tes- 
tify. 

» Assistant District Attorney McComas 
claimed that according toa decision of the 
Supreme Court the witness was gulity of 
contempt, but that the people were not to 
be deprived of bis testimony for that rea- 
son. Mr. McComas was required to cite his

OPPOSING INEVITABLE PROGRESS, 


A Washington dispatch describes an 
{instance in which the unreasonable- 
ness of which trades-unions are some- 
times guilty, made itself strikingly ap- 
parent. The Government has a diffi- 
cult task to handle just now in the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
where all the paper money and inter- 
nalrevenue stamps are manufactured. 
The work of the bureau has falien 
dreadfully behind, anda great outcry 
is raised by internal revenue col- 
lectors all over of the scarcity 
and even dearth of stamps. Cap- 
tain W. M. Meredith, chief of the bu- 
reau, is working his force of plate 
printers two and a half houfs over- 
time every day, and still he is unable 
to keep up with the demand. The law 
requires thatathree months’ supply 
of stamps shall be kept on hand, but 
ithas been absolutely impossible to 
comply. The output of paper currency 
has also been largely decreased for 
lack of facilities, and only a very small 
advance supply ison hand. As are- 
sult, the notes have to be issued green 
and uncured, and after avery brief 
circulation are returned to the Treas- 
ury as unfit for use. Aécordingly, 
Chief Meredith is contemplating’ the 
advisability of starting up some steam 
presses in order to get a stock of 
stamps abead and thus contrive also 
tolay up a stock of notes for future 
-use. 

But bere the difficulty comes in. 
The use of these steam presses is 
strenuously opposed by the plate 
printer's assembly of the Knights of 
Labor. Afterthe memorable fight in 
Congress during the Fiftieth Congress, 
against the steam presses,a clause 
was placed in the Sundry Civil Appro- 
priation Bill prohibiting the Secretary 
of the Treasury from using the Milli- 
gan machines after June 30, 1*S9, un- 
less the owners and patentees would ac- 
cept a royalty of only 1 cent per thousand 
impressions for their use. The royalty 
previously paid was $1 per thousand 
impressions, and the patentees did not 
accept the l cent rate. Thereupon the 
presses were thrown out. It is claimed 
that for every dollar paid forthe use 
of the steam presses the Government 
saved $5, and that each of the ma- 
chines formerly in use saved the Gov- 
ernment $5000 a year. The cost of 
doing the work by hand is said to be 
two and one-fourth times as great as 
the cost of steam press work. 


These labor organizations are doing.

All labor-saving devices have been 
found to work, in the long run, in favor’ 
ofthe laborer. These presses would 
undoubtedly form no exception to the 
rule. By their senseless opposition, 
the labor unions are cutting their own 
throats. A proposition has’ already 
been made to abolish the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, and let its 
work to private bank-note companies.

THE NEW ORLEANS EPISODE AND 
ITS LESSON, 


A report comes, by way of Paris and 
London, that the Italian government 
formally demands the punishment of 
the leaders of the New Orleans mob— 
which, by the way, was not a mob, but 
an orderly collection of reputable citi- 
zons—and an indemnity for the fami- 
lies of the slain Italians. This news, 
if true, gives the affair a more serious 
aspect than it has yet assumed, al- 
though we are still very averse to be- 
lieve that the issue will be pushed to 
an extreme. 

As we have already stated, this isa 
most flimsy pretext upon whieh to 
frame an _ international question. 
Granting that two or three of, the men 
who were lynched were subjects of the 
King of Italy, does that give them 
more rights in this country than our 
oWn citizens? Has an Italian, French, 
German or English subject, while so- 
journing in the United States, and, in 
& majority of cases, taking advantage 
of our resources to better his condition, 
more rights than an every-day, com- 
mon American citizen? If so, whence 
did he obtain those rights? When and 
by whom were they. guaranteed? 

As we take it, the Italians who were 
killed had just the same rights as the 
American citizens who shared their 
fate, or as they would have had were 
they native-born Americans. For 
whatever illegal act was done, the re- 
lations of the deceased have recourse 
through the proper legal channels. If 
we are to permit ourselves to be 
threatened with a bombardment of our 
ports every time the vengeance of the 
people vents itself upon some of the 
foreign scum that is vomited upon our 
shores, we had better go out of 
business as “a nation and ask 
the protection of. one of the 
great powers of Europe. Even now, 
members of this execrable Mafia so- 
ciety, composed mainly of thieves, 
thugs and assassins, are threatening 
the wife of the Mayor of New Orleans, 
on the street, with the- destruction of 
her home and family. Are we, as

BRIEF HISTORY OF THE LAND. 


Relative Positions of thm City and 

the Property-Holder Desir-. 

—abillty-— ora P 
That Locality. 


Los ANGELES, March 25.—|To the 
Editor of Tue Trues.] In the discus- 
sion of the Reservoir No. 4 matter, be- 
fore the Council on Monday, two of the 
members seemed to be under a misap- 


prehension as to the nature of the ques- 


tion, and as to the nature of the inter- 
ests involved; and some remarks were 
made calculated to produce in the pub- 
lic mind a misapprehension ag to the 
action of the Council. As the matter 
is one of great importance to the inter- 
ests of the city, and especially to the 
interests. of citizens residing in the 
vicinity of Reservoir No. 4,.a brief bis- 
tory of all the transactions affecting 
the reservoir will, perhaps, not dnly be 
of interest as par§ of the general his- 
tory of the city, but will also serve to 
remove the many serious misapprehen- 
sions that have been disseminated 
with regard to the matter. 

In 1868 the city entered into an 
agreement with certain individuals, 
aiterward incorporated as the Canal 
and Reservoir Company, to grant them 
a large tract of land, including the 
present reservoir, upou condition that 
they should construct a canal from a 
pointon the Los Angeles river, just 
above the Feliz ranch, to the site of the 
present reservoir, and should also con- 
struct the reservoir. The deed was 
accordingly made on the 23rd day of 
March of that year; but a few days 
afterward the agreement was modi- 
fied, and the Canal and Reservoir 
Company agreed to reconvey to the 
city an undivided third of ail of said 
tract, with the exception of what was 
necessary for the colstruction of the 
reservoir and ditch. 

The work was completed by the 
Canal and Reservoir Company, and in 
October 1870, in ,pursuance of its con- 
tract, the company conveyed to the 
city ua third of the whole tract with the 
exception of block 40 and the west 
half and the southwest sixteenth of 
the east half of block 41 of Hancock’s 
survey, being the tract occupied by 
the reservoir and in iis immediate vi- 
cinity, and also certain other lands, 
for which reservation a quit-claim deed 
was also executed by the city. 

This reservation was the same land 
which isnow knownas the Montana 
tract and the Lakeside tract, the 
owners of these tracts being the parties 
witb whom the contract has now been 
made by thecity. 

lv will be observed that, by the above 
conveyance, the city parted with all its 
interest in the tract referred to; but 
afterwards, on the 2%th day of J uly, 
1872, the Canal and Reservoir Company 
leased to the city the canal, reservoir 
and dam, and all Jands in the vicinity 
that could be covered by’a dam forty 
feet high, the jease giving the option to 
the city to purchase ithe same, at any 
time within twelve months, forthe 
sum of $5000, and within thirty 
months for the sum of $6000. Shortly 
afterwards the Canal and Reservoir 
Company, with the concurrence of the 
city, sold and conveyed these lands to 
Messrs. Hellman, Glassell,and others— 
the predecessors in title of the owners 
of the Montana and the Lakeside 
tracts, but reserving the right to over- 
flow a certain portion of said lands 
with the waters of the ; and 
the city executed similar deeds. .The 


effect of these deeds was to 
vest the whole title of these 
lands in -the grantees, subject 


to the easement referred to, namely: 
To flood a portion thereof with the 
waters of the reservoir. It will be ob- 
served also that the only right thus 
obtained by the city was by virtue of 
the lease and contract last aforesaid; 
and, as this contract was afterwards 
abandoned by thecity, the title of the 
grantees became absolute except as to 
the reservation to che Canal and Reser- 
voir Company of the right to overflow. 

Some five or six years afterward, to- 
wit: in 1878, the city entered again 
into negutiations with the Canal and 
Reservoir Compauy to purchase the 
right and interest (of the company) in 
its franchise privilege and easements 
of every kind in and appurtenant to 
the property known as the Canal and 
Reservoir of said company; and on the

flood this portion of the lands is, there- 
fore, not only of no value to the city, 
but it can be used by the city only by 
creating a nuisance, and thus com- 
mitting a violation of the law; a for- 
tiori, therefore, with reference to this 
portion of the lands which the 
city has the right to flood, the 
fable above cited would seem to apply; 
and it would seem clearly to the inter- 
est of the city, even if it got nothing 
in return, to quit-claim its rights to 
flood these lands. In effect, however, 
it receives, in consideration of parting 
with this righbt—a right of no value to 
it, and noxious to the public interest, 
the absolute fee-simple title to thirty- 
two or three acres of land upon the 
sole condition that it shall be dedicated 
to public use tor reservoir and park 
purposes. In view of the fact that the 
need for a reservoir for irrigation pur- 
poses would in a few years cease to ex- 
ist, and that the reservoir itself would 
be abandoned, and the title of the 
owners of the land thus become 
perfect, it is very obvious that the title 
to the land is worth in money infi- 
nitely more than the bare right to ovér- 
flow it; but, in the trade made by the 
Council, they acquire a clear title to 
half of the land, thus receiving a value 
ten times greater than the right 
parted with. 

Something was safa by one of the 
Council to the effect that the condition 
in the deed injuriously affects the title 
of the city; but any lawyer will know 
that this is not the case. The cordi- 
tion is simply that the land shall not 
be used for other than park and reser- 
voir purposes, thus preventing a fu- 


ture council from dedicating it 
to garbage or pest house pur- 
ses; and this condition will 


fully satisfied by the mere dedica- 
tion of the land to that purpose. For 
as soon as this is done it will be in the 
same condition as othor parks of the 
city, which under familiar principles 
of the law it is beyond the power of 
the Council to use for apy other "pur- 


pose. 

To the large number of citizens liv- 
ingin the northwest quarter of the 
city, it will be useless to explain that a 
park in the locality indicated is desir- 
able, But for the benefit of others, a 
few words may be added upon this 
point. Itis, of course, desirable that 
the different parks of the city should 
be connected by good drives. For this 
purpose it will be necessary to grade 
and open Alvarado street from West- 
lake ark to Reservoir street, 
and ales to open a street from 
a point on Reservoir street over an 
eligible route, to Elysian Park. The 
opening of this route is now contem- 
plated by the Mayor and other pub- 
lic-spirited citizens, and when 
it is opened it will pass im- 
mediately by Reservoir No. 4. 
We wiil thus have for’ the 
first time a beautiful drive along Sev- 
enth street to Westlake Park, thence 
along Alvarado street and Reservoir 
street, passing by the proposed park to 
Elysian Park, there connecting with 
another street passing through the 
park, and entering the city by the 
Chavez Cafion—thus giving us a beauti- 
ful drive, which is very much wanted. 
The new route will be made at the ex- 
pense ofthe citizens living along it, all 
of whom are deeply interested in the 
present park; and it is due to them 
that the large expenditure to be in- 
curred may be,made as advantageous 
tothem as possible.

The steamer Don 
has landed at Plymouth the crew of 
the German bark Humboldt, who when 
rescued had suffered terrible hard- 
ships and were in a dying condition.

Scenes of Enthusiasm at Spring- 
flield—The Farmers Leave the 
Jubilation to the Old 
Bourbon Element.

SPRINGFIELD, (Iil.,) March 25.—| By 
the Associated Press.] The election 
of Gen. Palmer to the United States 
Senate was ratifiedin this city today 
in a celebration which for crowds and 
enthusiasm has had no paralell since 
the election of Grover Cleveland. In- 
deed, the celebration was not con- 
fined to Llinois, for the Democracy of 
Missouri, Indiana, Iowa, Nebraska, 
Ohio, Kentucky and Michigan partici- 


pated in the jubilee either 
by personal representation or words 
of cheer. It was a day of 


ovation to Gen. Palmer from dawn to 
dusk, and tonight fireworks are blaz- 
ing and the shouts of the rejoicing 
Democracy are frequent. Every morn- 
ing train coming into the city was 
crowded with visitors, and several 
special trains were put on to accommo- 
date the crowds pouring in to join the 
meeting. Marching clubs from al! 
over the State were here. 

Senator Palmer and distinguished 
visitors, who included men of promi- 
nenee from many outside points, held 
axreception at the State House in the 
mbrning and afternoon. The hall of 

epresentatives was packed to the 
doors and’ there was a great crowd 
outside when the speaking began. 
The president of the day, Speaker 
Crafts, received an ovation when he 
appeared. He made a brief speech 
and introduced the new Senator. As 
Senator Palmer was seen to appear on 
the stand a tremendous uproar began. 
Men mounted desks, waved hats and 
umbrellas, threw newspapers in the air 
} and gave every other possible manifes- 
tation of enthusiasm. Ladies joined 
in and waved handkerchiefs and para- 
sols in greeting to the gray-haired 
leader. 

‘The Senator spoke briefly, express- 
ing his pride and gratitude at the re- 
ception. He referred to his campaign 
for Governor in 1888, and said he would 
have been elected if the Democratic 

arty had been accustomed to victory. 

“hey had the elements of success, but 
they lacked the courage. “In 1890,’ 
said he, “the Democratic State Com- 
mittee wisely and patriotically deter- 
mined that the people of the State 
should be consulted in the choice of a 


Senator. More than ninety coun- 
ties responded to the call, and 
} mentioned as suif- 
able one. to presented to 


the people as a candidate for Senator. 
I accepted the duty and went out to 
the people. I called upon the young 
men of the State to rally for the right. 
They responded and a plurality of 
30,000 votes was given for the candi- 
date for the Senate. The lesson 
taught and the lesson learned was that 
any party in this country which hoped 
for success must win that success by 
an honest, earnest, manly, frank ap- 
peal to the people themselves. They 
are the best protectors of their own 
Tights.”

speaker, in a closing eulogy of Gen. 
Palmer, said: 

Isay to you that whether content with 
the great honor you have just given him, or 
whether the people of the United States 
believing that he represents their views of 
justice and wise policy, shall call him to 
other and more exalted stations, wherever 
he stands, your Democratic Senator will be 
equal tothe burdens you shall lay upon 
him.

KANSAS City, March 25.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Dispatches from 
Kansas state that the worst snowstorm 
of the season is raging throughout that 
State. Railroads are all badly blocked. 
The country from Eastern Kansag_to 
Denver is covered with snow, ranging 
from five inches at Junction City to 
twelve inches at Hayes City. 

In Colorado there isa foot and a half 
of snow. A severe windstorm is whirl- 
ing the snow into great drifts, and 
railroad tracks are disappearing from 
sight. Several trains on the Central 
branch of the Missouri Pacific are laid 
up between stations in snow drifts. A 
“Frisco”? passenger train is stuck ina 
drift near Bently, and near Ellsworth 
an Union Pacific train is fast. Unless 
extremely cold weather follows itis 
not thought crops will be injured, but 
the scarcity of feed will make it severe 
on stock. 

OMAHA (Neb.,) March 25.—Reports 
from all sections of Nebraska to the 
Bee show that the snowstorm today 
was severe. In the southern part of 
the State the snow is reported eighteen 
to twenty inches deep on a level and 
drifting badly. The storm was almost 
a blizzard in the northwestern part of 
the State. Railrvad traffic is delayed. 

The storm which prevailed today was 
general throughout Nebraska. Dis- 
patches from all over the State indicate 
that the snowfall covers the largest 
area ofany storm of the winter. Ip 
the regions visited by the drought last 
summer, the snow was. especially 
heavy. Holdredge teiegraphs that 
the snow is from two to _ four 
feet in depth, and # McCook, 
Broken Bow, Chadron and other 
points send similar reports, The 
storm has done little if any damage. 
Trains are but slightly interfered with 
owing tothe fact that the snow was 
not accompanied by wind and is too 
wettodrift. Itis in the nature of a 
blessing to portions of the State. The 
weather is cloudy; not cold, and the 
prospects are for more snow or rain. 

WICHITA (Kan.,) March 25.—Capt. 
John Hutsen, an extensive cattle 
‘dealer, reports a terrific snow-storm 
on the Texas Panhaudle. He says 
cattle are being driven before - the; 
storm like cotton, and the losses to 
stock owners will necessarily be very 
heavy.

FARMERS’ ALLIANCE, 


Its Principles and Prospects Frcema 
Democratic Standpoint. 
{San Francisco Examiner. 

~The National Farmers’ Alliance bas 
decided to cali aconvention next year 
and nominate a candidate for the 
Presidency. This means a possibie 
failure of the people to elect, but a 
certainty of the success of the Demo- 
cratic candidate, either in the Electorai 
College or in Oungress. If the election 
were to be held now the Alliance 
would have a reasonable hope of 
carrying South Carolina, Georgia, Al- 
abama, Kansas, Nebraska, the Dakotas 
and Minuesota. This would prevent 
either party from securing a majority, 
aud would throw the election into the 
House, where the Democrats would 
have everything their own way. It is 
impossible to say, of course, whether 
the Alliance will be stronger or weaker 
next year than itisnow, but at pres- 
it is certainly growing stronger. 

It will have to modify its programme, 
however, before it can attract general, 
support from outside of its own ranks.

One of the resolutions which exhibits 
a characteristic wisconception deciares 
that ‘“‘we, as landowners, pledge 
ourselves to demand that the Gov- 
ernment allow us to borrow money 
trom the United States at the same 
rate of interestas do banks.”’

in the banks, not for their convenience, 
but for its own.

The system of deposits is a vi- 
cious one at best; and should be re- 
stricted to as narrow limits as possible, 
instead of being extended. 

‘Lhe prospects of carrying any South- 
ern States forthe Alliance candidates 
next year will be serious.y impaired if 
the indorsement of the Conger Lard 
Bill is allowed to stand. Lard is a 
trival item to the Northern farmer 
compared to the importance of cotton- 
seed to his Southern brother. The 
mere agitation of the Conger bill has 
already depressed the price of cotton- 
seed oil, and as faras actual business 
damage is concerned the South would 
probably rather risk the Force Bill 
than the one which proscribes this es- 
sential product.

RINGS OF THE ANCIENTS, 


STYLES WORN BY THE EGYPTIANS, 
ROMANS AND HEBREWS, 


Rings Are Regarded Differently Now 
Than Formerly—Worn Not So Mach for 
Ornament as for Their Intrinsic Valine. 

Some Famous Rives in Mistery. 


Looking at the exhibition of modern 
finger rings, the old timer is forcibly 
struck by the fact that, whereas in the 
good old days the decorative art and de- 
sign were almost wholly expended on 
the gold band itself, modern jewelers 
confined themselves almost exclusively 
to combinations of valnable stones. It 
is a very ungrateful task to spoil a ro- 
mance, but cold truth compels the ad- 
mission that this is a practical age, which 
looks largely to the matter of converti- 
bility in rings, watches and valuable 
presenta. 

Actors and actresses on their travels 
are seldom seen without a diamond pin, 
brooch, necklace or solitaire mng, be- 
cause these articles represent a condensa- 
tion of money in small bulk and unde- 
preciable form. The finést workman- 
ship on the gold itself goes for nothing. 
It is simply “told gold”—sold by weight. 

It was very different in ‘the days of 
old,” thongh there were plenty of pre- 
cious stones available if they had been 
needed. The Pharaohs and.their states- 
men, the princesses of Egypt and their fa- 
vored attendants, undoubtedly wore 
rings, for quite a numnber of mumumies 
have been found with a dozen finger 
rings liberally distributed on the eight 
fingers, besides the indispensable thumb 
rings. For it isa singular fact that for 
hundreds of years afier the Christian 


era the custom still prevailed of wearing | 


the wedding ring avd the masculine 
token of wealth and power on the thumb. 
EGYPTIAN RINGS. 

The ring is so frequently alluded to in 
the Old Testantent as to make it plain 
that the greatest importance attached to 
it, even in the pastoral age. In Gen. 
xii, 42, itis stated that “Pharaoh took 
off his ring from his hand and put it 
on Joseph’s hand,” as a signal mark of 
favor. In Esth. iii, 19, nention is made 
of King Ahasuerus taking his ring from 
his hand and giving it to Haman, ana 
the context shows that certain written 
documents were ‘‘sealed with the king's 


g. 

The old time rings were made of all 
sorts of material. Pliny mentions that 
iron rings were commonly worn by be- 
trothed persons. It scems tolerably cer- 
tain that rings of gold and silver were 
worn only by kings, princes and nobles, 
while less expensive circlets of brass, 
ivory, iron and porcelain or glass were 
worn by the average citizen. 

The oldest gold Ezyptian finger ring 
actually preserved belonged to Amu- 
noph LI, who reigned over Egypt four- 
teen centuries before Christ was born. 
Rings of the date of Osirtasen and Thoth- 
mes lil, who were contemporaries of 
Joseph and Moses, have been found, but 
they are of common matenal and doubt- 
ful authenticity. The scarabaeus, a beetle 
which formed the Egyptian token of im- 
mortality (from being a sexual) is a com- 
monemblem in Egyptian finger rings, 
and one of Poe’s most extravagant “tales 
of mystery, imagination and humor” has 
a well established foundation, so far as 
the scarabaeus ring is concerned. - It 
seems to be tolerably certain that Egyp- 
tian women wore as many rings as they 
could crowd op their fingers. 

ANTIQUITY OF RINGS. 

The Egyptians and Romana undonbt- 
edly preferred the left hand for ring pur- 
poses, while Cesar, Livy and Tacitas all 
seem to insist that the Gauls and Britons 
wore their rings on the right hand. In

agreed that the third finger was the place 
of honor. | 

The Hebrew rings worn in those good 
old days were very ornate and beautiful. 
Quite a number of them have been pre- 
served, and they put the art of the mod- 
ern jeweler entirely to the blush. The 
most beautiful were the pledges of be- 
throthal or wedding gifts. The ceremo- 
nies in connection with these rings seem 
to be foreshadowed in the redemption 
process specified in Ruth iv, 7. The 
workmanship of these Hebrew bethrothal 
rings grew still more elaborate in the 
Middle Ages, when towers and minarets 
of gold were most exquisitely built up 
on the hoop. The Jewish bride of this 
era wore the wedding ring on the first 
finger, but in later days shifted it for 
convenience to the third. 

The old style ‘‘gemmel” or ‘“‘gemmon” 
ring (evidently associated with the French 
jumeau jumelie, uncommon, meaning 
“twin”) is not at all an object in col- 
lections of antique rings. ; 

The meaning of the indivisible links is 
self evident. Usually at the marriage of 
the parties the links were severed, each 


party wearing one of the rings. George} 


IV gave a gemmel ring to Mrs. Fitz- 
herbert. The toadstone ring was another 
quaint medizval conception. It was an 
outcome of superstition and died when 
superstition died. The idea of the toad- 
stone ring was to prevent mothers and 
small children from the evil influences of 
ths fairies; The smatiest- weddinzg_ring. 
ever fashioned was that used at the mar- 
riage of Mary, the infant danghter of 
Henry VIII of England, to the Dauphin 
of France, son of Francis I. The marriage 
was performed by Cardinals Wolsey and 
Campeggio, the bridegroom being 8 
months old and the bride 1 year and 10 
months old.—Loston Globe. 


The Dollar Mark. 

Writers are not agreed as to the der- 
ivation of the sign to represent the 
word ‘“‘dollar” or ‘‘dollars.” Some con- 
tend that it comes from the letters U 
and 8, which, after the adoption of the 
federal constitution, were prefixed to 
the currency of the new United States, 
and ich afterward,in the hurry of 
writing, were run into each other, the 
U being made first andthe S over it. 
Others say that the contraction is from 
the Spanish pesos, dollars; others, still, 
claim it to be derived from the Spanish 
word fuertes, meaning hard, so called 
to designaie silver and gold from paper 
or soft moncy. The more plausible ex- 
planation of the puzzle is this: That it is
